OPENINGS IN ALL COUNTRIES. 
Confidential Information. 


Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of receiving confidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as to 
other connected matters, may, upon application, have their names 
placed on a Special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received 
from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, from 
His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Correspon- 
dents in the British Dominions, and from the Board of Trade 
Correspondents in the Crown Colonies, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1914, 989 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 142,005 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related. 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service whitch 
includes the reqular supply of the weekly “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 


required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W.

The “ Journal ” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the “ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all.

Federated Malay States.—'T'he Commissioner of ‘Trade and Customs 
at Kuala Lumpur (the Board of Trade Correspondent for the Federated 
Malay States) reports that the larger importing firms there are fully 
alive to the desirability of capturing German and Austrian trade, but 
the key to the position is in the hands of the manufacturers. Until 
British manufacturers will take pains to meet the tastes of native 
customers there is bound to be difficulty in retaining trade which may 
temporarily be taken from Germany and Austria. Prices must be 
moderate if native custom is to be attracted, and the quality need not 
be superior to that of the German article. ‘Cheap and gaudy,” if 
not “cheap and nasty,” will aptly describe a large number of goods 
which appeal to the native taste. Provided then that prices and 
quality are similar to those of German goods, British manufacturers 
should not find it difficult to extend their trade in cloth, handkerchiefs, 
shirtings, enamelled mare, cutlery, tools, ve.

Brazil (Porto Alegre).—-—-H.M. Consul at Porto Alegre (Dr. ‘ 

C. Dillon) reports that in order to be snecessful in trading in ui 
district the following suggestions might usefully be adopted :— 

The metric system of weights and measures should i. employed. 

Correspondence and catalogues should be in French or, preterably, 
in Portuguese. 

All orders should. be packed and shipped strictly according to 
buyer’s instructions. 

Long credits have always been the order of the day in Brazil, and 
anyone wishing to do business in that market should be willing to 
give long credit—60 to 90 days’ sight drafts. 

Where possible, competent travellers should be sent with good 
samples and the firm they represent should be prepared to abide by 
any agreement they may make with the customer. 

H.M. Consul adds that foreign competitors have built up a large 
and paying business on these lines and there appears to be no reason 
why United Kingdom manufacturers and exporters should not be able 


to do the same.

Chile—H.M. Consular Agent at Copiapé (Mr. J. Rogers) reports, 
under date 6th November, that the war has paralysed all movement 
in the district, which is principally a mining one (low grade copper and 
silver), with a certain amount of interest in agriculture. ‘Trade is 
small and limited. The Copper, at the time of reporting, had no 
fixed price, and the district has been very seriously affected through 
the closing down of mines. ‘The consequence is that there is no 
money in the hands of the genera] public, and only the barest 
_ necessities of life can be thought of. 

The rate of exchange has fallen considerably ; the paper dollar has 
decreased in value from 10d. to about 7d., and the premium on gold 
has risen from 80-90 per cent. to 150-160 per cent. ; or, in other 
anne, about 32 or 33 Chilean dollars are now required—instead of 
23 or 24 dollars—to represent the value of £1 sterling. 

Fairly heavy stocks of ironmongery and general fancy goods are 
held, and merchants are not likely to repeat orders until they are 
well out of stock and satisfied that they cannot re-stock locally to 
greater advantage. (C.L.B. 49,699.)

China.—H.M. Commercial Attaché at Peking (Mr. W. P. Ker) 
reporting under date 29th October, writes as follows concerning the 
effect of the war on the trade of China : — 

The first and immediate effect of the outbreak of war was the 
cessation of silver quotations, which precluded any business between 
China and foreign countries. ‘This state of things, it is true, only 
lasted for eight days, but bank quotations for demand rates, which 
were resumed on 9th August, were almost purely nominal and busi- 
ness could only be done for small amounts. Owing to the dislocation 
of the export trade foreign banks in China found it “difficult to provide 
cover for drawings on Kurope and America, and were therefore unable 
to sell drafts as freely as they used. The banks hold large stocks of 
silver and have been able to render valuable assistance to local 
business. 

The extension to China of the area of warfare owing to the military 
operations in Shantung threatened at first to have a& very serious 
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effect on trade, but the depression was due mainly to the spread of 
alarmist rumours. ‘These rumours have gradually subsided, and 
although the trade of Shantung will continue to suffer until normal 
conditions are restored in the Province, the continued depression in 
the general trade of China is to be attributed mainly to other causes. 

The import trade of China has been adversely affected by the fact 
that the demand for exports having stagnated no money is coming 
into the hands of producers and exchange has consequently fallen 
by about 11 or 12 per cent. adding so much to the cost of goods 
to the Chinese consumer. ‘The result is that the Chinese curtail 
their orders in hope of better times. ‘There is, however, a fairly 
healthy movenient of existing stocks towards the interior, 

The export trade of China has been most seriously affected by the 
closing of the European markets. In normal times silk goes in 
larger quantities to France than to any other foreign destination. 
Tea will not be much affected until next spring or summer, but 
if the war continues the Foochow trade, which depends largely 
on Germany, will be ruined. As for general produce, much of the 
trade has been largely in the hands of German firms and the financial 
difficulties in which these have been involved on account of the war 
constitute a further obstacle to the export trade. Straw braid has, 
for the last ten years’ been mainly exported from ‘l’singtao ; since the 
investment of this port, however, endeavours have been made by 
Chefoo exporters to encourage straw braid dealers to revert to the old 
trade route vid Chefoo. 

As regards any opportunity for the extension of British trade in 
China it should be noted that goods of British origin have already 
an overwhelming preponderance over those of German origin. Out 
of the £89,000,000 worth of goods imported into China in 1913, the 
imports from the British Empire were valued at £50,000,000. Of 
these £15,000,000 worth came direct from the United Kingdom 
and £26,000,000 worth from Hong Kong, which latter was largely 
composed of United Kingdom produce and manufactures. Japan is the 
chief competitor of the United Kingdom in the import trade of China, 
her share in 1913 having represented a value of £18,000,000, 
whereas Germany only supplied goods to the value of £4,000,000. 
The principal articles of which the import from Germany exceeds 
that from the United Kingdom are arms and ammunition, artificial 
indigo, paper, aniline dyes, electrical goods, hosiery, and lamps. In 
the last three years Germany has overtaken British manufacturers in 
the supply of electrical gcods, but there is reason to believe that 
much of the apparent German success is due to unsound methods of 
financing business in China which will not survive the present 
upheaval, and one may confidently anticipate a gradually expanding 
market in China for British electrical supplies. 

The chief point of interest to British traders as regards the export 
trade of China is whether they will succeed in capturing the trade in 
preduce, other than silk and tea, which is now largely in the hands of 
German merchants. ‘This question is not entirely of local interest, as 
trade relations established by an exporter re-act on the import trade 
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which may be carried on by the same merchant. The main reason 
why British firms have hitherto held comparatively aloof from the 
export trade in produce from the Yangtse Valley, for instance, is 
because competition has reduced profits in such business to a mini- 
mum, and even this minimum is very easily converted into a loss 
when claims have to be paid, a contingency for which special reckon- 
ing must be made in a country like China, where the propensity of 
producers to adulteration and short measures is inveterate. These 
conditions will no doubt be remedied in time ; they are partly due to 
the over-eagerness of German firms to secure a footing i in the trade 
at whatever cost, and when the present depression is over the sundry 
export business may be resumed on a sounder and more profitable 
basis. While the depression lasts, however, it is impossible for 
British merchants to profit by any enforced inactivity of their com-

France.— According to a recent ‘‘ War Bulletin” issued by the 
British Chamber of Commerce at Paris, British tirms wonld do well 
to continue sending travellers to France, as although only small 
orders for replenishing stocks may be obtained, French buyers will 
greatly appreciate calls in the difficult circumstances now prevailing 
and are also much more likely to pay all or part of the debts covered 
by the Moratorium. Moreover, the present should be an excellent 
opportunity to lay down with French buyers the basis for future 
prosperous business in replacing German goods. 

Another ‘ Bulletin” notifies that British firms receiving in pay- 
ment cheques on the Bank of France should, when cashing the same, 
be prepared to supply evidence of their British nationality in order 
to avoid delay. Cases have come to the notice of the Chamber in 
which the cashier appeared to think that the British name might be 
that of an enemy subject. 

It is also noted that goods from the United Kingdom destined for 
the French Government pay the usual duty unless otherwise stated. 
All supplies and gifts for military hospitals and the Red Cross

MORATORIUM LAWS AND OTHER FINANCIAL 
MEASURES ABROAD. 
Austria-Hungary. 
The Board of Trade have received, through the American Embassy 
in London, a summary of the principal provisions of the Austrian. 


Moratorium of 25th November last (see p. 886 of the ‘“ Board of 


Trade Journal” of 3lst December). 
The American Embassy has also forwarded a translation of the 
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— 





principal provisions of the Hungarian Moratorium Decree of 30th 
November, which provides that the delay sanctioned by the Decree 
of 30th September is extended until 3lst January, 1915. With 
certain exceptions, bills or cheques accepted or drawn before Ist 
August, 1914, and falling due between 30th November, 1914 and 
3lst January, 1915, inclusive, are to be payable two months after 
date of maturity. The Decree provides that in cases where bank 
deposits or balances on current accounts on Ist Angust did not 
exceed 2,000 kronen, the creditor is entitled to demand one payment 
of 200 kronen, and 200 kronen a month if the deposit or balance 
exceeded 2,000 kronen, but he cannot demand more than 10 per 
cent. of the deposit or balance due on Ist August. Larger amounts 
may be demanded if these are required for paying wages, salaries, 
rents for business premises, for works of public utility, &c. 

foreign creditors will be subject to the same conditions which 
prevail in their country of domicile if these conditions should be 
less favourable than the terms of the Decree.

GOVERNMENT NOTICES AFFECTING 


TRADE. 
STATE CONTROL OF CAPITAL ISSUES. 


In connection with the re-opening of the Stock Exchanges the 
Treasury have had under consideration the genera! conditions under 
which new issues of capital in the United Kingdom can be permitted 
during the continuance of the war. 

It appears to the Treasury that in the present crisis all other con- 
siderations must be subordinated to the paramount necessity of 
husbanding the financial resources of the country with a view to the 
successful prosecution of the war. Accordingly they wish it to be 
understood that until further notice they feel it imperative in the 
national interest that fresh issues of capital shall be approved by the 
‘Treasury before they are made. 

Treasury approval will be governed by the following general con- 
ditions :-— 

(1) Issues for undertakings carried on or to be carried on in 
the United Kingdom shall only be allowed where it is shown to 
the satisfaction of the Treasury that they are advisable in the 
national interest. 

(2) Issues or participations in issues for undertakings carried 
on or to be carried on in the British Empire Over-Seas shall 
only be allowed where if is shown to the satisfaction of the 
Treasury that urgent necessity and special circumstances exist. 

(3) Issues or participations in issues for under takings carried 
on or to be carried on outside the British Empire shail not be 


allowed. 
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(4) The Treasury will not in ordinary cases insist upon the 
above restrictions where issues are required for the renewal of 
Treasury Bills or other short instruments held here and falling 
due of Foreign or Colonial Governments or municipal corpora- 
tions or railways or other undertakings. 

All applications should be made in the first instance to the 
Treasury. 

The Treasury will not be prepared to approve under paragraph 4. 
(3) of the Temporary Regulations for the Re-opening of the Stock 
Exchange any dealings in new issues which have not been approved 
by the Treasury before they are made. 





TRANSACTIONS IN STOCKS AND SHARES. 


Necessity for observing Regulations. 

The Lords Commissioners of the Treasury desire to call the 
attention of all persons and houses whose business includes any 
transactions in stocks, shares, bonds and other sacurities to the 
restrictions which have been imposed as a condition of the re-opening 
of the Stock Exchanges in the Umted Kingdom, which restrictions 
are regarded as being for the present, at any rate, absolutely neces- 
sary in the national interests, and to point out that it is most 
important in these interests that the same restrictions, so far as 
applicable, should be applied to all transactions in stocks, sheres, &c., , 
whether through the Stock Exchanges or through other channels. 

The restrictions are set out in a memorandum, copies of which 
can be obtained on application to the Treasury, Whitehall, London,

AMERICAN EXCHANGE. 


In connection with the notice on p. 100 of last week’s issue of the 
‘Board of Trade Journal” on the subject of American Kixchange, 
the Treasury is authorised to state that, after a Conference held by 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer with the London Bankers, it was 
resolved :— 

That inasmuch as exchange hetween the United States and 
the United Kingdom is now substantially normal, no definite 
action at the present time is required, but that if during the 
continuance of the war or for one year thereafter the exchanges 
between the two countries should become such that gold exports 
from either country to an unreasonable amount might result, 
Committees of Bankers shall be appointed in the United States 
and in the United Kingdom respectively to consider plans for 
dealing collectively with the situation by such methods as may 
seem at the time mutually desirable. 

lt is understood that a similar announcement was to be made 
in the American Press on behalf of the New York Bankers.

PASSPORTS. 

According to a notice in the ‘‘ London Gazette” of 19th January, 
the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs has notified that it has 
been found necessary, in view of the present European War, to revise 
the system and form of Passports granted to British subjects for 
travelling to foreign countries. 

On Ist February next all British Passports, held by British 
subjects who are in the United Kingdom, which were issued prior to 
oth August last, will become invalid. 

Holders of such Passports must make application for new Passports 
in the proper form, which can be obtained from the Foreign Office and 
the usual agencies. I ull particulars as to the new requirements will 
be tound on the form. 

Passports issued prior to 5th August last and held by British 
subjects in France (including Algiers and Morocco), Spain, Portugal, 
Italy, Switzerland, Holland, Denmark, Norway, and Sweden, will 
become invalid on Ist March next. Applications for new Passports 
in such cases must be made to the nearest British Consul. 

In other countries the date on which such Passports will become 
invalid will be lst August. 

Passports issued between Sth August, 1914, and Ist February, 
1915, will be valid for two years only, but if the holders 
contemplate proceeding to France or Belgium they must previously 
obtain a Supplementary Document and visa from a French or Belgian 
Diplomatic or Consular Officer. 

On and after Ist February no person will be allowed to leave 
the United Kingdom for France or Belgium without a Passport valid 
in accordance with these regulations.

It is officially announced by the War Office that letters for enemy 
countries enclosed in letters for neutral countries will not, in future, 
be forwarded unless the inner cover containing the letter for an 
enemy country is left open. 





BRITISH CARGOES ON ENEMY SHIPS IN 
SPANISH PORTS. 

The Board of Trade understand that certain British owners of 
cargo on Knemy Ships now lying in Spanish ports having failed to 
obtain delivery of their cargo by agreement with the masters of the 
vessels, except on exorbitant ter ms, are considering the question of 
instituting legal proceedings in Spanish Courts for the recovery of 
their goods. 

The Board of ‘Trade are advised that Spanish judicial procedure 
ditlers only in a slight degree from that applied by the Court at 
Naples in the case brought recently by Messrs. Besson and Co., ot 
Marseilles, against the captain and owners of the German ss. 
‘ Rhenania” for the recovery of their goods (see p. 695 of the 
‘Board of Trade Journal” of 10th December last), and that there 
would appear to be no reason why the Spanish judicial tribunals

should not hold themselves competent to give decisions in similar 
actions brought by owners of cargo on enemy ships in Spanish ports. 

The Spanish Commercial Code, Article 677 has, moreover, pro- 
vided for cases in which a state of war or blockade is declared during 
the voyage of a ship carrying merchandise, by laying down that in 
such cases the freighting contract is maintained in force, and that 
the captain of the ship must go to the nearest safe neutral port 
there to await the orders of the shipper, and that if these orders 
when they arrive consist of an instruction to discharge the mer- 
chandise at that port, the whole amount of freight will be due, 
but only for the outward journey. Article 678 makes it obligatory 
for captains to deposit their cargo, which shall be affected to the 
payment of the freight if the shipper does not send the proper 
instructions to time. 

Articles 682 and following of this Code enable freighters in general 
terms to demand the discharge of merchandise even before its arrival 
at its port of destination at any other port of call, laying down 
differences only in regard to the payment of the freight according to 
circumstances. 

There seems therefore to be no doubt that in the case of a German 
or Austrian ship sheltering in a Spanish port the representatives of 
the freighters may with absolute right demand the discharge and 
handing over of merchandise in the ports of call of the ships which 
carry it, and the only question to be settled is whether the payment 
of the freight is to be made to the full as regards the outward journey, 
according to the case dealt with, or in proportion as the expediency 
or necessity of a forced call may be established. 

The procedure to be followed in order to obtain from the Spanish 
tribunals orders to ensure the discharge and deposit of merchandise, 
whilst outstanding questions are discussed between the freighters and 
the captain of the ship, is defined precisely in Articles 2, 119, and 
following of the Spanish Law of “ Enjuiciamiento Civil.” The 
freighter should demand notarially of the captain of the ship the dis- 
charge of the merchandise, and if the latter should refuse, the 
freighter should apply to the Tribunal of First Instance and request 
the discharge and deposit of the merchandise pending either the 
settlement of the case based upon the reasons alleged by the captain 
for not handing over the merchandise, or of a claim which he would 
have to put forward respecting the freight, &. Such discharge and 
deposit appear to guarantee the security of the freighter in regard to 
his merchandise.

If the supplies required cannot 
be obtained of Commonwealth production, or can only be purchased 
in insufficient quantities or of a quality unsuitable for the work, the 
Council must give substantial and effective preference to goods, 
machinery, or material produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom as against those of foreign manufacture.

GERMAN TRADE IN COLONIAL PRODUCE AT ODESSA, 


‘The following particulars relative to German trade in colonial 
produce of British origin at the port of Odessa are taken from a 
report furnished by H.M. Consul-General at Odessa (Mr. J. F. 
Roberts, C.M.G.) :— 

In Germany, particularly in Hamburg and Bremen, there are 
several large rice mills, which import raw rice from British Colonies ; 
the cleaned rice is made up afresh into parcels, according to sort and 
grade, and exported to Russia on a very Jarge scale. Prices are 
quoted c.i.f. Odessa; payment is by cash against documents or some- 
times by buyer's acceptanc eat four months. British prices seem to 
be higher than those quoted by Germans. 

Hamburg firms are very lar gely engaged in shipping Indian sesame 
seed from Bombay to Odessa and Russia generally : over 2,500 tons 
were imported from India in 1914. Terms are as per London 
contracts. 

Although myrobalans originate from British Possessions, Hamburg 
houses do not seem to find it difficult to compete with United 
Kingdom firms. Prices are quoted c.i.f. Odessa ; weight is calculated 
as per Custom House certificate; payment is made by cash against 
documents. 

Beeswax is gathered and prepared in British Colonies in East 
Africa, but German firms are largely engaged in the trade in 
this product, shipping important quantities—usually at prices lower 
than British firms quote. Large quantities of beeswax are imported 
into Russia through Hamburg. This product is sold c.i.f. Odessa, 
payment being made by four months’ acceptance at a London bank. 

Copra is mainly exported by London houses, but Hamburg, in one 
way or another, succeeds in doing an important volume of business in 
Russia, shipping not only from German Colonies, but also from 
British Possessions; in fact, Hamburg firms frequently beat British 
exporters in Ceylon copra, w hich is shipped in considerable quantities 
to Russia. Prices are quoted c.i.f. Odessa; weight is taken as per 
Custom House certificate; payment is made by four months’ London 


bankers’ acceptances ; other terms as per London contract.

1914, and which has been enacted for the purpose 

of consolidating the laws relating to the Customs duties leviable on 
various articles imported into Malta. 

The Ordinance, which is to come into force on a date to be fixed by 
the Governor by Notice or Proclamation, repeals various Ordinances, 
&c.*, in so far as they were not repealed by previous enactments, and, 
at the same time, prescribes a new Tariff of import duties leviable in 
Malta. ‘lhe rates prescribed for the various articles are identical 
with those provided for in the previous Tariff, except that new duties 
are now prescribed for saccharin, carob-beans, cotton seed, and sheep 
on importation into the Colony. Certain alterations are also made 
in respect of some of the articles as indicated in the following State- 
ment, which gives the full text of the Schedule of rates provided for

With regard to supervision of manufacture of toilet prepara- 
tions, an Officer must be present when the approved ingre- 
dients are added in approved quantities to the spirit.

Revenue, which contains the Regulations for the application of the 

provisions of the Law relating to the tax on perfumery, cosmetics 

and other similar articles, and chewing gum or substitutes therefor. 

With regard to imported articles of these descriptions the Regulations 

provide as follows :— 

Imported Articles. 

All perfumeries, cosmetics, chewing gum, &c., imported from 
foreign countries are liable to the stamp tax levied on similar 
articles of domestic manufacture, in addition to import duty, 
and the stamps must be affixed by the owner or importer 
before the goods are sold or offered for sale, and affixed in the 
same manner, upon every packet, box, bottle, phial, or other 
inclosure containing the goods. 

No exception is made in this respect for articles sold in 
original and unbroken packages in which the bottles or other 
inclosures were packed by the manufacturer’ before the 
importation. All such must be unpacked for the purpose of 
stamping the primary package. Importers may, however, 
supply manufacturers abroad with internal-revenue stamps to he 
affixed to the respective articles before shipment.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—continued. 


The Regulations state further that the category “perfumery, cosmetics 
and other similar articles” includes all perfumeries, eau de cologne, 
and all other scented waters; pastilles and all scented powders, 
papers, medallions, aromatic cachous, or other materials used to 
impart their odour to the breath, the air, or other substances; all 
cosmetics, lotions, and powders for beautifying, restoring, improving, 
or preserving the skin, hair, mouth, teeth, nails, or other parts of the 
body.* 

Articles under the head of perfumes and cosmetics are taxable 
under the statute, regardless of the style or manner in which they 
are put up and sold. It is immaterial how they are labelled, recom- 
mended, or advertised, or whether they are labelled at all, so long as 
they are known to come within the provisions of the Law. 

Soaps are ordinarily either Jaundry or toilet articles. ‘They may, 
however, and do become cosmetic articles, whenever the manufacturer 
or vendor holds them out and recommends them to the public for the 
softening and beautifying effects produced by their use upon the 
hair, mouth, skin, or complexion. In other words, whenever the 
manufacturer or vendor takes them out of the category of laundry or 
toilet articles and places them in the category of cosmetic articles, he 
must stamp them according to the provisions of the Law.

This decrease 
has to a certain extent. been compensated for by the new markets 
that have been opened, while at the same time prices have remained 
firm. August was the worst month, the exports of iron and steel 
only amounting to 13,534 tons, as compared with 47,761 tons in 
August, 1913. These figures increased to 32,430 tons in September 
and 34,210 tons in October, but even then they were very much less 

than in the corresponding months of 1913. 

This heavy decrease in exports naturally brought about a corre- 
sponding diminution of production, and during the three months 
July to September the output of pig iron was only 140,300 tons, as 
compared with 175,800 in the corresponding period of 1913; blooms, 
23,800 tons as compared with 38,600 tons ; Bessemer castings, 21,100 
tons as compared with 27,700 tons ; and Martin castings, 90,900 tons 
as compared with 119, 900 tons, (C. 1,363.)

Wrought iron, steel pipes, and boiler tubes.—-The production of 
wrought iron and steel pipes and boiler tubes in the United States in 
1913 amounted to approximately 2,245,532 tons (of 2,240 lbs.), of 
which about 276,067 tons were iron and about 1,969,465 tons were 
steel. Of the total, 830,472 tons were black standard pipes, of which 
120,619 tons were iron and 709,853 tons were steel; 266,940 tons 
were galvanised pipes, of which 25,323 tons were iron and 241,617 
tons were steel; 841,089 tons were oil country goods, of which 
84,778 tons were iron and 756,311 tons were steel; 179,211 tons 
were O.D. and miscellaneous pipes, of which 2,159 tons were iron and 
177,052 tons were steel; and 127,820 tons were boiler tubes, of 
which 43,188 tons were iron and 84,632 tons were steel. 

Hot-finished and cold-drawn seamless steel tubes.—The production of 
hot-finished and cold-drawn seamless steel tubes in the United States 
in 1913 amounted to approximately 108,567 tons, of which about 
42,740 tons were hot-finished tubes and about 65,827 tons were cold- 
drawn tubes. 

Iron and steel galvanised sheets.—'lhe total production in the 
United States in 1913 of iron and steel galvanised sheets, and of 
articles formed or stamped from iron or steel black plates or black 
sheets and galvanised after the completion of the forming or stamping 
process, amounted to about 875,482 tons. 

The total production of galvanised sheets alone amounted to 
808,318 tons, while the production of articles formed or stamped from 
iron or steel black plates or black sheets, and galvanised after the 
completion of the forming or stamping process, amounted to about 
66,665 tons. 

Cast-iron, gas, water, soil, and plumbers’ pipes and fittings—The 
production in the United States in 1913 of cast iron gas, water, 
soil, and plumbers’ pipes and fittings amounted to 1,130,576 tons, of 
which 894,901 tons were gas and water pipes and fittings, and 
235,675 tons were soil and plumbers’ pipes and fittings.

or wholly negotiate at his leisure.

Trades affected by war contracts, such as engineering, shipbuilding, 
cutlery, woollen, worsted, hosiery, boot, saddlery, and wholesale men’s 
clothing, continued very busy, with much overtime. 

The cotton trade showed a further improvement, and there was 
also an upward movement in the other textiles, and in the coal 
mining and iron and steel industries. ‘The building trades were, on 
the whole, well employed for the time of the year, especially 
carpenters, plumbers, and labourers. There was little change in the 
pig-iron, tinplate, printing, furnishing, pottery and glass trades. ‘The 
bespoke tailoring, dressmaking, and hat trades continued to be 
adversely affected. 

Compared with a year ago, when employment was good generally, 
there was an improvement in the building, engineering, shipbuilding, 
boot, woollen and worsted, hosiery and wholesale men’s clothing 
trades—all of which were more or less busy on Government orders. 
The cotton, lace, linen, tinplate, pottery, brick, and slate trades 
showed a marked decline.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
The Acting British Consul-General in Philadelphia (Mr. H. A. Ford) 
Proposed reports that, as a result of the cessation of supplies 
Production of from Germany, an attempt is to be made at 
Aniline Dyes Marcus Hook, Delaware County, Pennsylvania, to 
‘ provide the American textile industry with dyes, 
and especially aniline oil. 

The Benzol Products Company of Philadelphia, which is connected 
with an important company manufacturing coal-tar products and said 
to be supported by a capital exceeding 100,000,000 dols. (about 
£20,550,000), has purchased seventy-five acres of land at Marcus 
Hook with a view to erecting large modern factories for the produc- 
tion of dyes from coal-tar products. Two thousand workmen, it is 
stated, will be employed, and it is estimated that production will 
commence in about six months’ time. (C. 89.) 


The Acting British Consul at St. Louis (Mr. W. Keane Small) has 
Pribilof Seal Skin forwarded an extract from the local press to the 
Sale at St Louis effect that the Senate at Washington has 
Postponed. adopted, at the instance of the Department of 
Commerce, a resolution postponing temporarily 
the annual sale of Government seal skins from the Pribilof Islands. 
‘This sale was held for the first time at St. Louis last year, and now 
the European war has so affected the fur market that it has been 
decided to wait until the cessation of hostilities, or until Kuropean 
buyers are in a position to enter the competition for the Govern- 
ment’s assortment before holding the next sale, the date of which is 
left to the discretion of the Secretary of Commerce. (C. 1,581.) 





CHINA, 


Remarkable advances in all branches of postal business are shown in 

the Report of the Working of the Chinese Post 

nL Office for the year 1913. In the parcel service 

Office in 1913 especially is the increase of business noticeable ; 

. no fewer than 6,177,091 parcels, weighing 

22,824,027 kilogs., having been dealt with, as compared with 

3,688,000 parcels, weighing 13,117,000 kilogs., in the previous year. 

This increase is not so great as it appears as, owing to the adoption 

of the Gregorian calendar in 1912, that year was reduced to 
104 months only. 

Merchants, it is stated, have been unable in some cases, and afraid 
in others, to send their goods through the native forwarding agencies. 
Consequently, they have had recourse to the Post Office and have 
discovered the advantages of sending or receiving their commodities 
in small consignments through the parcel post.

This publcation, which contains much 
more detailed and exhaustive information than can be given in the 
Monthly Accounts, gives in the first volume abstract tables for the 
years 1909-1913, and detailed statements of imports and exports of 
each article consigned from and to each country; and in the second 
volume details as to Customs revenue, transhipments and articles in 
bond, with particulars of the trade of the United Kingdom with each 
foreign country and British Possession, and of the trade at each port 
of the United Kingdom. The third volume (supplement) contains a classi- 
fication on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual State- 
ment ’”’ for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.
